Dear Mr. Weisberg 1 

Vis a vis your magnificent work en Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr. 's 
assassination ("Frame-Up") which is the main reason that your efforts 

attract my attention my congratulations to you on the publication of 

another book. 

Personally, I view the attention that the Kennedy assassinations are, 
and have been getting over the past twelve, as negative energy. 

The Kennedy Family has an estimated worth (according to TIME) of over $300,000,000.00 
(three- hundred million dollars). One would think that at least the Family 
would lend moral public support to investigative effort*.
